NATURE OF A LOCAL CHURCH 
A local New Testament 
Church is a group or company 


* of born-again believers, who 


have been baptized upon the 
profession of their falth in 
Jesus Christ as their God and 
Savior, and are united in 
covenant for worship, Bible 
instruction, church ordinances 
of baptism and the Lord's 
supper, and Christian service in 
obedience to the Bible; they 
accept Jesus Christ as their 


“supreme Lord and Lawgiver, 


and take His Word, the Bible, as 
their only and ‘sufficient infal- 
lible rule for faith and practice 
in every area wherein it speaks. 
Fora shorter definition, “A New 
Testament Church is an or- 
ganized band of baptized believ- 
ers, practicing New Testament 
ordinances and actively en- 
gaged in carrying out the great 
commission.” 

Being a religious organization 
does not make such an organi- 
zation a New Testament Church, 
but every N.T. church does have 
some organization as directed 
in the Bible. Organization is 
needed for selection of the of- 
ficers of a local church, the 
pastor and deacons. It is 
needed for scriptural! admini- 
stration of the ordinances. It is 
needed for discipline of erring 
members. It is needed for the 
selection and support of mis- 
sionaries Who are Sent with the 
gospel to other lands. We never 
tind churches in the Bible 
without some form of organiza- 
tion. (1) 

A church is always a com- 
pany, group or band. ft always 
includes more than one person. 
(2) 

AN.T. church is always made 
up of only believers; “...and the 
Lord added to the church daily 
such as should be saved." There 
is no scriptural support for un- 


believers as members of a N.1. 


church. Many religious organ- 
izations take in members and 
then try to get them saved. This 
is both unscriptural and il- 
logical, Unbelievers are most 
welcome to attend a N.T. 
church, and most of them 


not want to join something they 
did not fully believe in. (3) 
Membership of a N.T. Church 
is made up of baptized deliev- 
ers. Baptism shows forth our 
identification with the person of 
Jesus Christ in His death, burial 
and resurrection for our sins. (4} 
Baptism prior to personal faith 
in Jesus Christ only produces 
wet church members. For par-

Wages, costs to spiral 


School taxes seem to keep going 
higher and higher, and we all wonder 
why. : 

Part of the answer is that it costs 
more to run a school than in the 
past~a whale of a lot more! 

In fact, the escalation of public 
schoo! costs has jar oulstripped the 
inflation rate in this country. 

Look at these figures from a recent 
survey of school budgets in 2,693 
public school districts conducted by 
Market Data Retrieval, inc., of 
Connecticut: , 

The average cost of educating a 
student in U.S. public schools has 


vison on 87.2 nerceht. 

That makes a whopping increase 
for school budgets, over and above 
the increase in general costs. 

énd as an aside, it’s a heckuva 
situation when we can say that a 
five-year gain in the consumer price 
inde. on “only” 57.2 percent is small 
by comparison with anything. 


The school survey shows that 
public-school education costs has 
risen in that five-year period to an 
average of $1,168 per student, which 
includes an increase of $144 during 
the past year. That's just over 14 
percent in a single year. 

The primary villains in this case of 
rising costs seem to be energy and 
wages—and doesn’t that duo sound 


familiar as culprits in the sage of 


spiraling costs? ; 

The per-student cost of heating 
buildings rose 49 percent in the 
school year just ended, while the cost 
of buying fuel for school buses rose 
37 percent. 

in the area of teacher sataries, the 
percentage increase was only 14.1 
percent—and there’s that nefarious 
“only” qualifier again where it 
shouldn't really appear at all. 

But the salary increases had a far 
heavier impact on total school costs 
because teacher salaries account for

Schnipke as Adjutant General 
on Dec. 31, 1974, is the first Air 
National Guard officer to serve 
as state Adjutant General and is 
attending his first annual train- 
ing period with the Army Guard 
during the July 12-26 encamp- 
ment, now underway at Camp 
Grayling.

Pubiic Notice 
House Bill 4293 of the Michigan State Legislature was passed July 
10, 1975. This bill provides for the following: 

Sec. 531. (1) In a city which collects a summer tax a person 
who is a paraplegic, quadriplegic, senior citizen, eligible 
Serviceman, eligible veteran, eligible widow, or blind, and who for 
the prior taxable year had a totai househoid income of $10,000.00 or 
less, may, between June 1 and the time the tax would otherwise 
become subject to a penalty for late payment, defer the summer 
iaxes until the following February 15 by fling with the treasurer of 
the City an intent to defer the Homestead Property Taxes which are 
due and payable in July of that year without penalty or interest 

The persons affected by this law are: 

SENIOR CITIZEN: 

Means an individual who has reached the age of 65 or a 
husband and wife, one of which has reached the age of 65 & ihe 
end of the tax year and a surviving spouse of a person who died 
after reaching the age of 65. 

PARAPLEGIC OR QUADRIPLEGIC: 

Must have partial or complete loss of the use of both legs or
